Restlessness and mental tension caused by war were 
blamed yesterday by police and welfare agencies for an in- 
creasing number of runaways and “transients” among young 
girls and women. 


Captain S. W. Roper, of the 
Georgia Bureau of Investigation, 
snid there have been “‘literally 
hundreds” of girls between 13 and 
25 years of age to leave their 
homes in Georgia during the past 
year, and a general rise among all 
runaways has been noted since the | 
war began. | 

“The increasingly high number 
of women hitchhikers on the roads 
and the number of runaways re- 
ported to our office since the war 
started,” he said, “leads us to be- 
lieve that uncertainty and mental 
turmoil as a by-product of war is 
causing many young girls to leave 
their homes. 

“Usually they leave because of 
a desire for excitement or as a 
result of unhappy home life or dis- 
agreement with the family. This 
is still true, ULut it is intensified 
by the war tension.” 

The Travelers’ Aid Society also 
reported a “pronounced’ increase 

the number of young girls pass- 

through Atlanta and seeking 
help from that office in the past 
six months. 

Mrs. Henrietta Krohn, of the 
Child Welfare Association, said) 
her office is handling no more} 
runaways than usual, but welfare 
agencies generally have noticed an 
increased number of women tran- 
sients through cities with Army 
camps nearby.

American consulate at Saigon,

The tactics of the assault now |

At dawn last Tuesday two great 
British armored columns crossed 
the Egyptian frontier into Libya 
at a point well inland. One struck 
of Tobruk.

I am not permitted to identify 
the columns so let us call them 
column 1 and column 2. 

Cut-off Effort Blocked 

The Germans had a big armored 
formation southwest of Tobruk 
and another in the Bardia region. 
I am not permitted to name them 
either so let us call them group X 
and group Y. 

When the Germans realized the 
offensive was on—and they were 
somewhat late in realizing it, per- 
haps because the commanding 
general, Erwin Rommel was away 
at the time—they sent part of 
group Y southward in an effort to 
cut off column 1’s supplies. 

If they had succeeded it would 
have been goodbye British offen- 
sive. 

This cutting-off party ran smack 
into column 2 at a point approxi- 
mately 35 miles south southwest 
of Bardia. 

On both Wednesday and Thurs- 
day the Germans were driven 
back. The net result was that 
many of the British tanks and 
many more German tanks were 
knocked out, the British remaining 
in possession of the battlefield. 

This means that all the disabled 
tanks fell into British hands. 

Bayonets Employed 

After the second encounter the 
Germans retired northward. Then, 
apparently as a precaution against 
being split up by the British, the 
German command ordered al] that 
was left of group Y to move west- 
ward and consolidate with 
group X. 

Meanwhile, British, New Zea- 
land and Indian infantry, with 
some tanks, went after German 
and Italian posts along the front- 
ier. A New Zealand patrol entered 
Bardia and found it abandoned. 

Supportin gthe combined British 
tank columns farther west was 
South African infantry which 
cleaned up several Italian forma- 
tions with bayonets and grenades 
in hanij-to-hand fighting. 

Perhaps the most credit so far 
as land forces are 
hurled back a panzer force more 
decisively than the British ever 
did before, The fighters were crack 
English regiments, largely vet- 
erans of last winter’s campaign. 

The American M-3 tanks they 
used faced much heavier German 
tanks with success. If column 2 
had failed the whole campaign 
might have collapsed.

Strange Difference 
According to a recent Gallup poll only 26 
per cent of the voters of the nation would, at 


-_——_—_ 


this time, approve a congressional resolution 
declaring a state of war exists between this 
country and Germany. 

On the other hand, while no similar poll 
has been taken regarding the United States 
and Japan, it is conceded by practically all 
observers there is practically no public oppo- 
sition, in this country, to similar declaration 
of war against Japan. 

Men thoroughly familiar with Washington 
and the viewpoint of congress believe a resolu- 
tion formally announcing a state of war be- 
tween the United States and Japan would be 
given almost unanimous congressional ap- 
proval. In fact, it is stated, such a resolution 
would have been approved at any time since 
the Panay incident in 1937. 

Why this difference in sentiment regarding 
possibility of war with Germany and war with 
Japan? 

Sympathy for. the Chinese accounts for 
much of the anti-Japanese sentiment, un- 
doubtedly. At the same time there is just as 
much, if not greater, cause for sympathy for 
the occupied nations of Europe. 

There are, undoubtedly, some opponents of 
our policy toward Germany who, calling them- 
selves realists, base their opposition upon ac- 
Knowledged, or secret, fear that Germany 
could defeat us. But the vast majority of 
Americans are not such poltroons as to permit 
fears for personal safety to dictate their atti- 
tudes on ethical and moral matters. 

One of the chief factors in, developing this 
strong anti-Japanese feeling among the cit- 
izenry of this country is the foolish policy of 
he Japanese themselves in matters affecting 
the U. S. such bombastic verbal struttings as 
have of late come from the ilps of responsible 
Japanese Statesmen, or have appeared in Japa- 
nese newspapers, have, naturally enough, suc- 
ceeded only in arousing American resentment. 
Japan has been strutting around with a tempt- 
ing chip on the shoulder, literally daring 
America to knock it off. 

From time immemorial Americans are not 
the people to calmly and abjectly accept a 
“dare” from any nation. Japan should learn 
hat fact and trim its so-called diplomacy ac- 
ordinzly. 

Japan is in control of its military clique. 
Japan has sent what amounts, virtually, to 
an ultimatum to this country in the form ot 
those strange “proposals” for settlement of th2 
far eastern problem. : 

Americans, rightfully, feel that if ultima- 
tums are to be sent, they should be directed 
avainst Japan, and originate in Washington, 
not Tokyo. 

It may be possible for Secretary of Stato 
Hull and his fellow diplomats to avert war in 
the Far East—involving this natlion—at least 
for the time being. but their task is rendered 
practically impossible while Japan insists on 
tossing verbal brickbats into the teeth of the 
American people.

At What Price? 

While deeply grateful the strike in the ‘“cap- 
tive” coal mines has been ended and that 
threatened breakdown of the national program 
for defense and war-aid has thus been averted, 
the general public will reserve judgment on the 
settlement made until after the new arbitra- 
tion board announces its findings. 

President Roosevelt named the personnel of 
this board before the Lewis-headed Union of 
Mine Workers agreed to call off the strike and 
to accept the findings of that board, The op- 
erators and management of the mines had pre- 
viously agreed, likewise, to accede to whatever 
decision the board might make. 

It would be unfair to imply the new board 
of three is biased in advance, either one way 
or the other, but the public undoubtedly con- 
siders it strange that Lewis should call off the 
strike after he is vold the makeup of the board, 
although he refused before given this informa- 
tion, 

If the new board supinely agrees to th de- 
mands of the Lewis union, the public generally 
will be apt to believe Presidert Roosevelt 
achieved the settlement simply by finding a 
backdoor manner of capitulating to the Lewis 
demand. What the union is demanding is the 
closed shop in these mines. In other words, a 
labor monopoly, with work refused to all who 
fail to sign on the dotted line of union mem- 
bership applications and to faithfully and reg- 
ularly contribute their dues to the Lewis mine 
treasury. 

One day after thts settlement of the coal 
mine: union dispute, the U. S. Conciliation 
Service announces it has averted a threatened 
Strike of 15,000 long line telephone workers 
which would have disrupted communication in 
42 states. 

Discussions in the railroad workers dispute, 
with a strike of the operating brotherhoods 
set for December 7 if agreement. is not reached 
beforehand, go on. In this case, the rail work- 
ers have rejected the arbitration board find- 
ings, which granted wage increases ranging 
from 7% to 134% per cent. It is hoped this 
strike, too, can be averted. 

Meanwhile, congress shows indications it

will push anti-defense strike legislation, re- 
gardless of seitlements in immediate cases. It 
is not known what form this legislation will 
take, but informed observers have long con- 
tended that requirements for full financial re- 
ports, publicized, by all unions and truly se- 
cret votes on all strike proposals are the most 
urgent needs. 

Some members of congress, it is stated, 
would withdraw all government-paid financial 
benefits, such as unemployment and relief 
benefits, from all workers who join in unau- 
thorized strikes. It is argued, inasmuch as the 
general public, the taxpayers, pay these bene- 
fits, they should not go to men and women 
who act to impede the defense program in 
which the whole public is so vitally concerned. 

Whatever action congress takes, whatever 
the ultimate findings of the various mediation 
boards, the public will withhold judgment un- 
til the results are known. If those results in- 
dicate anything but careful, unbiased judg- 
ment, the public will know how to make evi- 
dent its resentment. 

In the meantime it is interesting to read 
that a careful, nonpartisan poll of the mine 
workers involved in the Lewis strike call shows 
from 55 to 69 per cent opposed to the strike.

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WASHINGTON PARADE

THE LIBYAN OFFENSIVE WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—The 


importance of the offensive 
launched by the British in Libya may seem to be dwarfed some- 
what by greater events in Russia, but information has now reached 
responsible government quarters indicating that it was timed to 
serve a more significant purpose than merely the opening up of a 
secondary war front in northern Africa, 

At first blush the tendency of foreign observers was to interpret 
the new offensive lightly. It was said to be intended as a com- 
promise gesture to meet the popular clamor in England and Russia 
for a British invasion of Europe as a means of relieving the pressure 
on the hard-pressed Soviet army. 

Now it appears that the British action was guided by other con- 
siderations of a more immediate character, all turning on pending 
negotiations between Germany and the Vichy government of France. 


FOUR DEMANDS |Back of the British offensive and the action 


of our own State Department in suspend- 
ing commercial relations with French North Africa was information 
that the retirement of General Weygand as head of the French 
colonial forces was the first of four demands being made upon the 
Vichy government by the Nazis. ° 

The other three demands are reported to be (1) for the the 
use of the French navy by the Germans in Mediterranean convoy 
and transport duty, (2) use of French African territorial waters for 
German troop movements, and (3) occupation of French African 
territory for German. bases. 

At the time the Libyan offensive was launched the Germans 
were already exerting pressure on Vichy to grant the concessions, 
although uncer the terms of the armistice the French empire was 
to be leff intact. 


TO FORESTALL HITLER All of the demands supposed to 


have been made by the Nazis have 
a vital bearing on future developments in the Mediterranean war 
theater. As soon as the British got wind of what was going on, 
they ‘advanced for immediate execution whatever plans they pre- 
viously had in the making for launching the new Libyan drive. 
According to the story pieced together from official information 
here, the whole movement wes timed to offset the Hitler-inspired 
pressure on the Vichy government, 

It may or may not be significant that the only one of the de- 
mands granted by the French government yet was the retirement 
of General Weygand, who has been one of the strongest forces re- 
sisting Germany efforts to take over the French African empire. 

Suspension of commercial relations under which we have sent 
the French North African forces large quantities of food, oil and 
supplies, was designéd as an act of American collaboration with 
the British. Other moves by us against the Vichy government are 
in contemplation. 


TO STIFFEN VICHY The effect of the new offensive of Brit- 
ish imperial forces up through Libya 
will be to stiffen the back of the Vichy government against further 
concessions in Africa. If highly successful, it has the possibilities 
of defeating the whole pattern of objectives raised by Hitler. in 
making the demands. Recapture by the British of the wide strip 
of territory gained by them in their first offensive there last year, 
and subsequently lost in the German counterdrive, would put them 
within striking distance of the huge French force that has been 
quartered in North Africa since the fall of Paris. 
It would make it less likely that the Germans would be able 
to effect any sort of collaboration scheme with Vichy involving 
the use of this French force and territory. 


PREPARING FOR MONTHS None of this is intended to say 
t 


hat the new British African 
offensive was cooked up as an overnight affair. The most intensive 
preparations for it have been going on for months. The bulk of 
all the leese-lend equipment we have turned out in recent months 
has been sent to them in Africa; very little of it, outside of planes, 
has gone direct to England. 

The huge concentration of imperial forces in Africa was ordered 
in anticipation of Hitler’s plans for waging a full-scale attack on 
the Suez canal and Gibraltar, once his armies were victorious in 
Russia. Upwards of 750,000 men have been moved there, according 
to the best available information. Against these the Germans and 
Italians are said to have a force of some 500,000, 

Undoubtedly, in view of the preparations, the drive would have 
been ordered sooner or later anyway. Already it has served the 
purpose of reducing the clamor in England for opening up a second 
war front to relieve the Russians.

DUTCH -GUIANA FRONT When Miss Dorothy Thompson 


was in Atlanta for her lecture, 
she spoke of the fact the south possesses an interventionist spirit, 
and of the efforts of certain experts to explain it. 

One America-Firster explained it by saying the south was poor 
and illiterate, : 

Another explained it by saying the south was predominantely 
Anglo-Saxon and therefore pro-English and non-pacific in nature. 

Miss ‘Thompson preferred to explain it by saying the south was 
the only section of the United States which knew what it meant to 
lose a war and was the only section which knew what it was like 
to have the war fought on its soil. 

Therefore, the south, said Miss Thompson, very properly wanted 
what fighting there is to be done, to be fought on some other shores 
and not on the shores of the United States. 

The German people were never made to know what it was to 
lose a war. They were persuaded by Hitler and his most able 
propagandists, that they had been betrayed. The German people 
never knew invasion, 

Miss Thompson's analysis is the most acceptable one I have 
heard. It suits me, at any rate. If there is any fighting to be 
done it is not good sense to wait until they are at our shores before 
we begin defending. ” 

That’s why I think Mr. Roosevelt's policy has been so success- 
ful. He has not waited. He has acted. Other nations, now de- 
feated, waited until Hitler was at their shores. They were fearful. 
They believed that if they remained behind their own borders war 
would not come to them. They learned better, 

That also explains why I think Mr. Roosevelt's move to protect 
the bauxite supplies, which this country needs for aluminum, in 
Dutch Guiana, is a good move.

That, I imagine, ig an even more important reason than bauxite, 
NO WAITING It would have been possible, of course, for Mr, 

Roosevelt to have waited until the Germans or 
the Japanese occupied the territory. He then could have sent notes 
of protests. e 

But to get them out would have meant an expedition, 

Now, if they wish the Americans out, they will have to attack 
them.: 

And I do not think either Germany or Japan is ready to do that, 
Not just yet, at any rate. If they do become ready they will have 
to attack the American troops. 

It makes a very great difference. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s policy has been to protect American interests, 
He has done a marvelous job. He is the first President in modern 
times who has had any idga at all about naval strategy. He knows 
geography and sea routes and he knows where the raw materials are. 

It is revealed that Brazil heartily approves this latest move. 
This means that American intelligen¢e has been watching and has 
been planning this move for some time. 

Dutch Guiana now becomes an American outpost. It is an 
outpost of war—if war comes. It makes this country safer. 

It always is well to remember that Mr. Roosevelt and his mili- 
tary and naval staffs, have available the best possible information, 
They know many vital facts which may not be made public. 

This new move into Dutch Guiana puts American troops in two 
foreign outposts, Iceland and Dutch Guiana. There probably are 
some men in Nova Scotia.

There ought to be—if the need arises. 

We ought always to get there first.

The soft, flour-like substance is 
placed in large containers, thousands of them set in long rows, and 
electric current is passed through the ore for a period of hours. 

At the Alcoa, Tenn., plant, for instance, enough current is used 
in one day to supply a city of 17,000 persons with all their electric 
current for lighting, heating, and all other uses over the period of 
one month. 

That explains why you have been asked to use less electricity 
as the rivers ran low and the lakes lost water. 

It also may be worth while to mention that when the govern- 
ment built TVA, its critics said it would supply more electricity 
than would be needed in the next 50 years. TVA ran short this 
year.

Reading about the defense boom and the high wages in defense 
factories and the extra billion dollars collected by farmers this year, 
we assume that everybody in America is now prospering. 

Therefore, we look abroad, as usual, to find an outlet for our 
sympathies, and weep for the persecuted and hungry people in 
Europe. Some of us even scold the government for not sending 
food to the slaves working for Hitler. 

There is yo fault in this, but we need not look so far to find 
people who are cold and hungry and in need of friends. 

This morhing’s mail brought letters from two Negro women. 

One whod lives in Illinois wrote: “My heart bleeds for the people 
of my race. Hard experience has taught them to be afraid.” 

The other, who lives in Georgia, said: “I am a middle-aged 
Negro school teacher. I am married to a small farmer, and teach 
in a rural school, whose entire enrollment is made up of the chile 
dren of tenant farmers. 

“As you already know, this section of the country has been hard- 
est hit by the drouth and the boll weevil. There is no cotton for 
these children to pick, and consequently there will be no shoes 
nor new overalls, which means no schooling for them after the 
cold weather sets In. 

“And all they ask for their back-breaking labor in the corn 
and cotton fields is food—the most common of food—one pair of 
shoes and a few clothes. Isn't this a case for the beginning of 
charity at home? I am considering an appeal to the local Red 
Cross for the children of my school, but what will be done about 
those throughout the state?” ;

Big Industry for 
Poultry Trade. 


LITHONIA, Ga., Nov. 24.—(/) 
The chicken “grit” business baffles 
J. K. Davidson, 

Operator of a local granite 
quarry, he knows all about the 
business of supplying granite for 
building needs. He had the help 
of four sons in his work until they 
branched out into a venture of 
their own making chicken “teeth” 
from granite. 

Chickens eat sand and grit to

raisers was suggested to the four 
brothers by a salesman for a large 
feed company a dozen years ago. 
They shipped seven carloads of 
crushed granite for the chicken 
trade the first year and expect to 
send out about 1,300 cars this 
year, or about 39,000 tons.

Much Nitrogen Destroy- | 


ed by That Method.

ATHENS, Ga., Nov. 24.—Geor- 
gia farmers were urged today by 
‘an agronomist of the Georgia Agri- 
cultural Extension Service to re- 
frain from the burning of cotton 
stalks. 

R. R. Childs, extension agrono- 
mist in cotton improvement, point- 
ed out that cotton stalks on an 
'acre of good land contained about 
27 pounds of nitrogen, seven 
| pounds of phospheric acid, and 36) 
pounds of potash which, at pres- 
ent prices of fertilizer material, 
‘would amount to more than $5 
per acre. He cited numerous in- 
stances where farmers have ripped 
up cotton stalks and burned them. 


Childs said the amount of plant | 
food removed by raking and burn- | 


ling the stalks is equal to 400 
pounds of a fertilizer analizing 6.75 
per cent nitrogen, 1.75 per cent 
phosphoric acid, and 9 per cent 
potash. 

“In addition, from 1,500 to 2,- 
000 pounds of organic matter bad- 
ly needed by most soils are de- 
stroyed., 

“Where only the lint and seed 
are removed, a bale of cotton re- 
moves a total of only 70 pounds 
plant food, as compared with 95 
pounds for 60 bushels of corn, 
leaving the stalks and fodder on 
| the land, 100 pounds for 30 bush- 
in gtraw and 115) 
pounds for 50 bushels of oats in 
straw.”
